The reeve reported that conequent 
upon Mr Smith’s failure to audit the 
accounts for 1918, and Mr Saul not be¬ 
ing’able to attend he had authorized 
the secretary to have Mr. Nachtergaele 
of Chauvin, do the work at the usual 
rate, that is to say, at $50- The coun¬ 
cil approved this. 

Secretary reported that Mr Nachter¬ 
gaele had conducted a systematic and 
thorough audit, and found all in order 
and left the following note “The Se¬ 
cretary ,Manitou Lake, No. 442—Dear 
Sir: Before leaving after completing 
the audit of your books for 1918, I am 
very pleased to state herewith that 
jmy work was made a very easy and 
pleasant one by the exactitude and 
clearness of your bookkeeping’” A. 
Nachtergaele” 

f Subject to his consent Mr. J. E. Wil. 
son was appointed to' the position of 
Weed Inspector for the eastern portion 
of the municipality. 

In the case of the late Olaf Ander¬ 
son, the accounts for the expenditures 
connected with his burial were passed 
by the council. The charge to be pro¬ 
tected by a caveat, if necessary: J. 
Patterson account $15; Small Bros, 
j r Wnih wriglit for casket $60.00 Wright 
for telegrams. 

•A letter to the Department of Edu¬ 
cation having been written by Mr. Bot- 
wright, asking for further consider¬ 
ation before approving the erection of 
the proposed new school district at 
Rerieshill, the council, after due con¬ 
sideration, decided to adhere to the 
approval they had given to the pro- 
positoin. 

Dr. Folkin’s account for attendance 
on ifluenza patients came under dis- 
cusion and the secretary was di¬ 
rected to ak for details as to which 
cases were quarantined and what vi¬ 
sits were made in connection. 

It was decided that as from January 
1st last, in all cases calling for the 
Medical Officer’s attendance to quar¬ 
antine and to release same, tne costs 
of such visits shall be charged to the 
patient by the Doctor, and failing pay¬ 
ment, the council will pay for the 
quarantine and releasement visits on¬ 
ly, not for purely professional visits 
in any case- 

All such charges to be repaid to the 
council by the patient, failing which, 
that a caveat be lodged against the 
land owned by such person, or the 
amount recovered by other legal 
means. 

This decision is strictly in accord¬ 
ance with the Public Health Act. 

It was resolved to pay Mr. Jukes 
of Artland, the sum of $10 for services 
in planning and valuing the lots in 
the registered sub-division of Artland. 

It was resolved to grant the sumc of 
$56 to the Red Shield, Salvation Army 
Fund. 

The purchasing of gopher poison for 
the coming season was placed in the 
hands of Clrs Lawson and Dundass. 
Kill-em-quick and Gets em ell to be 
used. 

Gopher poisoning contracts and cer¬ 
tificates were ordered to be procured 
for the season 1919. 

A new road to Leark' > School was 
approved, the location being from the 
road between 13 and 14-45 27-3 thro 
14 and 15 to the school. 

A sub-committee was appointed con¬ 
sisting of Councillors Smith and Law- 
son to determine the territory in the 
neighbourhood of the Artland subdivi-

The matter of exchange on cheques 
between branches of the same bank 
in the district was discussed: and it 
was left in the hands of the reeve and 
the secretary to see what could be 
done regarding same.

Your atention is called to the impor¬ 
tant report in the.Manitou Lake coun¬ 
cil meeting, relative to the recent tri¬ 
al over matters of the last elction. 


The Institute meeting held under the 
auspices of the Chauvin Agricultural 
Society last Friday evening, was well 
attended, Aong the audience we noted 
the presence of a number of our most 
progressive farmers and their wives, 
and also children from the Chauvin 
High School 

LtCol Rodden occupied the chair and 
introduced the speaker M. M. J. Tin¬ 
line, B. S. A., Superintendent of the 
Scott Experimental Farm. 

Mr. Tinline in opening his very cap¬ 
able address, dwelt strongly on the 
fact that our district, as at Scott, is 
to be considered a dry-farming count¬ 
ry. To obtain the most satisfactory 
results dry-farming methods must be 
employed and crop rotations were de¬ 
sirable. He quoted the results of a 
number of experiments regarding crop 
rotations, (full details can be obtain¬ 
ed on application), 

On lands free from noxious weeds 
and not infested with grass, he ad¬ 
vocated the process of summerfallow, 
crop of wheat, the second stubbled in, 
and then summerfallow. There was no 
profit from growing peas and vetches 
to .fertilize the land. Ordinary barn¬ 
yard manure, well scattered gave bet¬ 
ter results. 

In the matter of seeding he related 
that in the northern districts, where 
the seasons were short, and crops had 
to be hastened, he found the best re¬ 
sults obtained by seeding 1 3-4 bus¬ 
hels of wheat; and 2 or less bushels 
of Oats per acre. 

Ordinary breaking, well done, gave 
better results than breaking and back¬ 
setting, under the conditions prevail¬ 
ing in our district. 

Experiments as to the depth of seed¬ 
ing had been carried out. Depths of 
from one inch to four inches had been 

levi ed 4TU-.ruft . b, 
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suits. 

Kitchener Red Bobs and Marquiss 
wheats had‘proved the best wheats, in 
the order named. 

In oats, Banner and Victory. 

In barley, the two rowed varieties 
gave superior results to the six-rowed 

Western Rye grass was the out¬ 
standing grass for this country. It 
has, however a tendency, if cut late, 
to become weedy; but if cut at the 
ight time, made splendid feed. 

He advocated that his hearers send 
to Scott for sample lots of the Early 
Rose potatoes^ for raising seed for 
future main crops. He spoke favor¬ 
ably of this variety; as he did also of 
the Irish Cobbler, the latter was not 
quite so smooth in the skin, but a 
good producer, he advocated sprouting 
the potatoes before planting. 

He also commended the Wee Me 
Gregor potato for main and later crop. 

Perrenial flowers were more suit¬ 
able for this district than the annual 
varieties 

Currants, gooseberries, strawberries 
and raspberries could all be success¬ 
ful raised in this locality. He advo¬ 
cated only the hardier varieties such 
as Dakota strawberries and Sunbeam 
raspberries. 

For hedges, they had demonstrated 
at the Scot farm, that Caragana and 
Laurel Leaf Willow would not only 
grow, but produce splendid results. 

Regarding trees, he advocated on¬ 
ly the Russian poplar and the White 
spruce. 

Feeding cattle for finishing was bet¬ 
ter accomplished in straw sheds than 
than in open corrals during the winter 
months. It was perfectly possible to 
make winter feeding profitable if the 
steers were bought at the right price 
and well handled during the winter 
months. The profits were chiefly de¬ 
rived in the spread of the price, how¬ 
ever. 

By the use of a self-feeder, and with 
oats at 2c per pound, they had, at 
Scott, been able to feed pigs profit¬ 
ably. 

There was good money in sheep. At 
the Scott farm three years ago, they 
had invested $1200 in sheep. N.qw 
with their sales and stock on hand 
they had proceeds from this invest¬ 
ment now totalled $5200. An increase 
of $4000 in three years. 

Regarding the egg-production in 
January. Pullets hatched in March 
had laid 18 eggs, pullets hatched in 
April, 16 ; whilst pullets hatched in

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The charge was that he failed to 
post up the voters list in his office and 
to have it on view for inspection not 
later than November 1st. 

He was also charged with adding 
names on the voters list after the set 
time appointed by the Act, and also 
with failing to comply with the Acts 
required in such cases. 

A fourth charge was that he add¬ 
ed a name on the voters list not on the 
Assessment Roll. 

At the election referred-to Messrs 
Garfield Lawson and Wm. Marquardt 
were nominated and the first-named 
was called by a majority of 11 over 
Mr. Marquardt. The complainants 
protested three votes, two of which 
counted, as the protest was invalid. 

Two other votes were allowed them 
on the ground that the papers were 
not correctly filled in, one being torn. 
After allowing them these votes, the 
majority still stood at 11 . 

No attempt was made In the usual 
way to invalidate the election, but 
these proceedings were instituted. 
Mr. A. F. Wright, the Deputy Re¬ 
turning Officer was also summoned 
for irregularity. The accusers were 
Messrs W. J. Forran, M. L. Forran, 
Lewis Wilson J. G. Kitching and Mr 
Marquardt, the defeated candidate. 

The trial was held at the .Wilkie 
Town Hall, before Justice Dinsdale.

The labor and time involved in 
handling the seed grain advances at 
the time was great, this matter bei^g 
far more voluminous and complicated 
this year than before.

This charge was withdraw^ but the 
fact was that the mans name WAS 
on the Assessment Roll, though not on 
until December 2. 

The first three charges being admit¬ 
ted, a fine of $ 1 , in each case was im¬ 
posed and to pay a proportion of the 
Court and witnesses costs. 

The case against Mr. Wright, the 
Deputy Returning officer resulted in 
a fine of $ 200 . being inflicted, the of¬ 
fence alleged being that he did not 
ask the Agents present at the poll if 
they had any objection to make to the 
voters as they presented themselves 
to vote. 

The fine was, by the Act to be paid 
to the complainants, but the presiding 
magistrate recommended them to 
waive their right to it,but this was 
refused.

CREDITS SUSTAIN 


The public hardly realizes the extent 
to which Canada’s export trade is de¬ 
pendent on the providing of credits 
for other governments. Since the mid¬ 
dle of 1918 credits amounting to $524,- 
000,000 have been advanced to the 
•British Government as follows: — 
Imperial Munitions Board, $132,000 
000 for the purchase of Canadian 
grain $55,000,000: for exports of dairy 
products, $35,000,000; for the sae of 
the other exports of food, $10,000,000 
This money came from the Canadian 
public in the form of loans. Out of 
their savings over 1,000 000 people in 
this country bought Dominion bonds, 
and thus provided the funds out of 
which these advances were made. This 
practice must be continued if Canada 
is to get her share of the export trade.

At the request of two of our citi¬ 
zens, we reproduce the following' let¬ 
ter, which appeared recently in the 
weely edition of the Winnipeg Tele¬ 
gram. 



Is the Grain Growers Grain Company 
Playing the Game? 

Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
January 9th 1919. 

Dear Sir;When the Grain Growers 
Grain Company was organized it was 
generally understood by the farmers 
of this country that the principal ob¬ 
ject was to secure enough farmer 
stockholders to influence both the pro¬ 
vincial and dominion governments to 
pass laws protecting the farmers so 
that they should be paid full value for 
what they produced and not to be 
overcharged for what they consumed, 
as well as to protect them from in any 
way being defrauded. Now have the 
directors and management done this? 
Have they played the game fairly with 
the farmer, or have they played the 


hypocrite? I will endeavour to give 
you some facts and leave the reader 
to judge for himself. 

The Grain Growers Grain company 
amalgamated with the Alberta Farm¬ 
er’s Co-Operative company Ltd, and 
they now operate under me name of 
“United Grain Growers Ltd-” In a 
previous letter I published the figures 
taken from the report of the board of 
grain commissioners for Qanada for 
the crop year ending August 31st 1917, 
showing that fifteen terminal eleva¬ 
tors divided among themselves 848,950 
bushels of wheat, 370,870 bushels of 
oats, 27662 bushels of barley and 
3,690,027., or 61,500 bushel of mixed 
grain, conservatory valued at $2,031- 
251.00. This grain was the difference 
between the dockage that was deduct¬ 
ed from the farmers and shippers for 
dirt and screenings and dirt found by 
actual separation. This overage is, 
without doubt the property of the 
farmer, just the same as if the farm¬ 
er delivered 100 bushels of wheat to 
an elevator, and the elevator owner 
loked at the sample and deducted five 
bushels for screenings and dirt, so the 
farmer had the elevator owner £eper-

ate the screenings from the wheat 
and found there were only two bushels 
of screenings and dirt, and the farmer 
would then naturally demand payment 
for the three bushels of overage, but 
the elevator operator would say “No” 
my first decision is final, and I will 
pay you for 95 bushels and no more.” 

“The case at the terminal elevator 
is exactly the same except that the 
elevator owner does not advise the 
farmer of the surplus found, but sells 
it and appropriates the money to their 
own the overage which is the property 
of the farmers? 

The Grain Grower’s Grain Copnpany 
show by their statement for the year 
ending 31st ugust 1917, that they made 
a profit of $607 899.18 on a paid-up 
capital of $1,357,’382.46, which is over 
44 12 per cent on the paid-up capital. 
In their financial report they say that 
a special and correct account is kept 
of their nine different departments, 
each one being obliged to stand entire¬ 
ly upon its own feet. In this way 
the directors know just how each de¬ 
partment of the business is progress¬ 
ing . The financial statement given 
to the stockholders show the combin¬ 
ed earnings ot all departments. Being 
anxious to ascertain the earnings of 
their elevators, I asked the president 
over the phone, for a copy of the fin¬ 
ancial statement of their terminal el¬ 
evators for the above year, buthe pos¬ 
itively refused to give me this. Was 
the president sincere in his address ter 
the shareholdes where he says “A 
great task lies ahead of the Canadian 
people,—the task of making Canada a 
place where everyone has a fair 
chance and a square deal, and where 
no one is allowed to make gain for 
himself except as a result of his own 
work, and at the expense of no one 
else.” One would think the president, 
in making this statement would be 
both willing and anxious to give the 
public any information about the pro¬ 
fits of each department, but he evi¬ 
dently takes another view. The pre¬ 
sident in his addesrs to the sharehold¬ 
ers gives the profijt and loss on some 
of the different departments, but is 
mum on the profit of the terminal el¬ 
evator. From what X could gather 
from ^the report the earnings from one 
trminal and one hospital elevator (the 
latter was only in operation from the 
1st January to the 31st of August) was 
about $400,000 00. If L am not correct 
in this amount, I will accept the com¬ 
pany’s corection. From the report of 
the board of grain commissioners a 
great portion of this was made from 
everage, which I claim to be the pro¬ 
perty of the farmers. 

“In the jabove yea'r the company 
made from overage, which was the 
rightmul property of the farmer, much 
more than paid the shareholders in 
dividends. From information receiv- 
from one of the officers, the Grain 
Growers’ Ltd., have from 30,000 to 40 - 
000 stock subscribers, who are princi¬ 
pally the farmers of the prairie pro¬ 
vinces, and if properly operated on 
protected lines could be of great bene¬ 
fit to the farmers of Canada. The av- 
age individual holding is about $ 51 . 
The management and directors seem 
to use the 30,000 to 40,000 to sing their 
praises for which they pay them a 
dividend of 10 per cent, or an average 
of about $5 per year each,'and they 
actually tcck a greater amount from 
th fa r ers by the way of excjs.-Sve 
dockage, on grain shipped through 
for which they give np valae.’ This 
is cfibainly a cheap system of an vert- 
isiiv t) eh company but expeiuve io 
the farmer. 

The farmers of Canada cannot ex-* 
pect much assistance from the United 
Grain Growers’ Ltd., either by legis¬ 
lation, or in any other way, while they 
take from them the grain overage 
which is the property of the farmer, 
sell it and apply the proceeds to their 
own use. If the president of the Unitr 
ed Grain Growers’, Ltd., who is.^a cab¬ 
inet minister at Ottawa advocated 
any change in the tariff‘on agricul¬ 
tural implements, would not the ques¬ 
tion be asked him: “How can you con-

people living in other countries. 

If the government allow the ter¬ 
minal elevators to appropriate to their 
own use the grain docked from th 
farmers for screenings In excess of 
the screenings actually found by sep¬ 
aration from the crap year ending 31st 
August, 1919, they are certainly not 
worthy of the confidence of the Can¬ 
adian public, as by doing so they en¬ 
courage dishonesty and discourage the 
farmers who are the backbone of Can¬ 
ada, and worthy of all the protection 
the government can give them. The 
government should force the terminal 
elevators to make a reasonable cash 
charge for handling grain, so that they 
would know what they were paying. 
Webster’s defiinition of the word 
“stealing” is the “act of taking the 
property of another without his know¬ 
ledge r consent.” The reader can de¬ 
cide whether » the terminal elevator 
companies acted honestly or dishon¬ 
estly in taking the overage (which I 
claim is the property of* the farmer) 
without his consent. 

With the above information the 
reader can judge if the United Grain 
Growers’, Ltd. are playing the game 
fairly with the farmers, or acting the 
role of hypocrite.
